A VISITOR’S IMPRESSIONS OF .. 
HONGKONG. 

The: New Zealand Times and the New 
Zealand Mail publish some lengthy corres- 
pondence from a gentleman, connected with | 
the New Zéaland newspapors, who.evidently 
made himself thoroughly a¢qualnted iwith 
the foatures and clroumstances of this 
Colony during an excursion here from New 
Zealand. ~His letters ocoupy many columns 
of the Wellington: papers, and-are. fully 
descriptive of the Colony, as well as of the 
yoyage up.
